kin in free, it has a natural pale color. 
nhero nro generally fewer spots on the 
ace than on the body. It is the reverie 
with measles, for which it if, most apt 
o be mistaken. Around the mouth 
nd on the chin there arc no spots; 
icnco these have a vory peculiar pale 
ook, in Htriking contrast with the scar- 
ct spots.

Icvatod as they are in measles; indeed, 
hey may bo entirely flat. They are 
also less indented.

THE plague in Russia is making moh 


rapid progress a* to seriously alarm tho 
whole people of that vast country, and 
has wakened up the <tovcrniiicnU of 
Eastern and Northern Europe to the 
necessity of strict quarantine regula- 
tions to prevent its further xprcad. It 
now looks as if Kussia will soon be sur- 
rounded by a cordon of unitary pre- 
cautions which will isolate her from the 
rest of the world M completely as 1'srta 
wa* hemmed in by the (rorman army 
in tb^e last war. 
The result to tho 


United State* will undoubtedly be ben- 
eficial rather than otherwise, if wo ei- 
oept the remote danger that the plague 
will be brought to this Continent in em- 
igrant vessels. Wo now import little 
rom Russia except iron, end that is a 
ubstance which presents small facilities 
or carrying the germs of an infectious 
jsease. On the other hand, the people 
if Western Europe will be unwilling to 
run the risk of contagion in handling 
and eating tho articles of consumption 
which have hitherto been freely ciport- 
d by Russia. A stimulated demand 
or tho wheat and tallow of the United 
Itates, and perhaps even for our lum- 
ler, may be expected, while if tho plague 
makes it* appearance in the Valley of 
he Danube tho same remark will apply 
o corn. It is probable that the recog- 
ition of these things as possibilities of 
he near future was a cause of the in- 
creased strength exhibited in our pro- 
luoe markets yesterday. 
Such an ad- 


vance could scarcely be avoided if these 
wasibilities should develop into the 
actual. 


Tin following is going the rounds of 


he English newspapers, and they seem 
hardly to know whether to consider it 
a* a hoax or seriously: 


One of the San Francisco papers gives 


an account of a now industry that has 
arisen in that city, namely, the manu 
aoture of hen's eggs from inexpensive 
materials. The albumen is imitated by 


ixture of sulphur, carbon, and fatty 


natter, obtained from the slaughter 
booses and rendered sticky with mucil- 
age. The yolk is make of blood, phos- 
phate of lime, magneiia, muriate of 
ammonia, oleio and m agaric acids, and 
colored with chrome yellow. The shells 
an shaped by a blow-pipe from a mass 
of gypsum (plaster ol Paris), carbonate 
of lime and oxide of iron. 
After the 


shells are blown, the albumen is forced 
in through a bole in the small rnd, and 
sticks to the sides; then the yolk i* 
added, and after being covered with 
•ore of the albumen mixture the hole 
is scaled with cement; the complete egg 
is then "robbed pretty smooth and laid 
Hide for packing." It is asserted that 
•any barrels of these eggs have been 
already shipped eastward for consump- 
tion; and, as a pleasing adjunct to meat 
Iron the "slink bnleher," they will no 
dovbtSe gratefully welcomed by British 
housekeepers in search of "cheap and 
Mtritwa*" fo*L
